We have seen public servaats voting their 
own salaries, fixing their own pensions, 
defying public gpiaion, »nd pursuing with 
s:udied malevolence, the popular representa 
tives.) We bave Seen mere advenvwrer:, 
employed as envoys entrusted with important 
s nte secrets-adve: turers who are universal y 
excerated, Whom: the prople have uever frasied 
und have long suspected—creatures who are 
to British Columoians what the ‘Dateful 
Cinudiaua were to the Ancient Romans; Say; 
to crown thia humiliating drama, a pervers¢ |) 
and appureatly seuseless superior authority, 
receive them with fulsome flattery, nod ap- 
plaase and preferment ia sliv weréd © Upon 
their heads in proportion te the mischief 
thet they - have dune. 

The singuiarly banefyl. and distinctive 
nature of these events, is pregnant with 
sustzuction and warning, and uffordsto-every 
refiveting mind numerous nod important les- 
sons. The time appeats appropriate tor 
turning such jessuns ty accyunt by improve- 
Ment at once expedient, practical, land 
decisive; but they realize only hall the danger 
whieh thead eveats indicate, whopee in them 
only official usurpation on the one band, auc 
determined opposition on the other. The 
lesson which these events teach us is, 
that gross legslation--end -extrene 
ag: tation are indéperably connected 
that each is the blood relation of theesber. 
Nay more, the danger indicated is te be 
apprehended by placing great powers ia the 
hands of our governors without being secured 
by imibediate not remote, certain not dubious 
const. tutiogal laws that those power sball not 
be abused. 

It: witl hardly be disputed by men of can- 
donr aud experietice that there are certain 
requisites indispenssbiy necessary to the 
security and efficiency ofall just governments 
the most important of whieh J believe to be, 
ireedom and security against wroeg. Now i 
think you. will readily. admit -that -most 
civilized governments bave succeeded preity 
well in securing the people against wroug 
from each other; but to secure them by lawa 
agnigst wrong from the govern ant . itself, is 
ry problem of a far more difficult sort, whick 
few natione since the commencement of gov- 
ernments bave attempted to solve. But it is 
a problem upon thesol ution or which depenas 
the freedom and security of every existing

the promising futare proctaims the results of 
Confederation, the promotion of eits and 
science, the diffusivn of useful truth, of 
education, of civil and religious liberty. 

I earnestly trust tht with the advantages 
afforded by Confederation and Responsib e 
Government oor popular representatiges may 
-o far igaore local issues as to taithfuliy aod 
permanently reform the bad legisla- 
tiow of the past, «nd by a comprebensive and 
iveral policy, inaugurate a new era in our 
political history and insure the prosperity aud 
uappiness of all.
